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Huron Township Rotary Sees Successful Season 


It was another successful sea- 
son of giving for the Huron 
Township Rotary Goodfellows, 
but it first had to be a wonderful 
season of receiving. 

Standing on the cold corners 
of the township on December 6, 
the annual sale of the Good- 
fellows Newspaper began. 
High school students, members 
of the fire department, the 
Rotary, and township employ- 
ees, wrapped up for the wind 
and wore extra pairs of gloves.
